 IQWURGXFWLRQV  All members present asked to briefl\ introdXce themselYes.  LMTS begins meeting at 2:05 p.m.

 NRYHPEHU 5, 2021  Members approYed minXtes from NoYember 5, 2021. 

 III.  USGDWH RQ OQJRLQJ 
 IVVXHV RI CRQFHUQ 

 A.  RHRUJDQL]DWLRQ RI HLVWRULF PUHVHUYDWLRQ, VWDWXV RI QHZ SURSRVHG 
 OHJLVODWLRQ - PL 
 PL reported that, as of last Zeek, the GoYernor¶s legal team is Zrapping 
 Xp their reYieZ of the SHPO¶s proposed legislation. SHPO Zas Xnable 
 to meet Zith the legal team last Zeek so PL had asked to share their 
 initial draft of the proposed legislation Zith GIHA knoZing that it is 
 sXbject to change. He annoXnced that he Zill send the draft to LMTS to 
 then disseminate it among other GIHA members. After receiYing inpXt 
 from the legal team, SHPO can present it on the floor Zith backing 
 from a legislatiYe standpoint, GoYernor¶s Office, GIHA, and other 
 stakeholders. PL emphasi]ed that the office has been Zorking on the 
 draft for roXghl\ 6\ months and that it reflects more than 30 \ears of 
 e[ercising da\ to da\ operations at SHPO. Essentiall\, it is their best 
 foot forZard and the\ can noZ look forZard to receiYing feedback from 



 legal e[perts and cXltXral stakeholders Zho can reYieZ it for 
 information contradictor\ to an\ other local statXtes. PL hopes that 
 Zithin 15-30 da\s, SHPO can get feedback from GIHA members and, 
 Xpon implementation, receiYe GIHA¶s fXll sXpport moYing forZard. 
 LMTS annoXnced that the time frame betZeen noZ and oXr ne[t 
 meeting in FebrXar\ is enoXgh time for members to reYieZ the draft. 

 B.  SWDWXV RI NDWLRQDO HLVWRULF PUHVHUYDWLRQ GXLGHOLQHV IRU IVODQGV - 
 MBM 
 MWPB reported that he has not receiYed an\ Xpdates on this. 

 C.  NDIWDQ USGDWH/OWKHU BXULDO - PL/M:PB 
 PL reported that Bill 187-36 did not make it to the session floor in 
 December. He spoke briefl\ Zith Senator Nelson as to Zhen this ma\ 
 occXr. In the meantime, he is deYeloping a cooperatiYe agreement 
 betZeen SHPO, UOG, and DCA on the bXrial inYentor\ project Zhich 
 shoXld proceed in parallel Zith the bXilding of the NAFTAN 
 Maxaina-ta. It is a mXlti-\ear agreement that all 3 parties are in faYor of. 
 The\ are cXrrentl\ crafting an agreement on stakeholder 
 responsibilities. The 3 parties agreed that the bXrden of finding fXnding 
 ZoXld fall Xnder SHPO Zhile UOG ZoXld proYide most of the labor as 
 far as the inYentor\ process. UOG staff and stXdents ZoXld be 
 responsible for condXcting stXdies and inYentor\ Zork. Those stXdies 
 that haYe been completed - as far as data collection is concerned - coXld 
 lead to immediate re-interment and those lacking data or proper 
 inYentor\ can possibl\ be reinterred on a \earl\ basis. 
 LMTS emphasi]ed that Zhen the archeological reports are done for the 
 bXrial sites, GIHA can ensXre that Ze haYe the most comprehensiYe 
 information. She noted that SHPO is the main repositor\ for 
 archeological reports. Considering that these pXblic docXments are not 
 easil\ discernible, GIHA¶s role can be to translate this information into 
 a stor\ that accompanies a site interpretation or description. This ZoXld 
 be an e[pansion of the Zork of the KXmisiyn Zhich is cXrrentl\ 
 docXmenting genealogies of people and place. LMTS also noted that 
 GIHA shoXld pa\ close attention to recordation of periodi]ation that 
 inclXde the Xse of terms sXch as ³pre-contact´ and ³pre-colonial´. The 
 KXmisiyn has alread\ Zeighed in on this Zith archeologists so that 
 naming periods can be more reflectiYe of oXr CHamorX ethos. 

 GIHA members to reYieZ draft and proYide 
 comments directl\ to SHPO. ± PL. 



 MWPB added that UOG, DCA, and SHPO discXssed the holdings of 
 the remains that Zill go into the NAFTAN. UOG had concerns aboXt 
 Zork and storage space. MWPB mentioned that the qXestion of Zhether 
 the cXltXral repositor\ can be Xsed for sXch pXrposes is still Xnclear 
 becaXse it is not designed to handle hXman remains. He echoed PL¶s 
 report on stakeholder responsibilities and added that UOG Zill be hiring 
 an Osteologist and Xse UOG stXdents for inYentories and the actXal 
 finali]ation of inYentories. 
 MLB is Zorking on a draft manXal for the GCR Zhich sa\s that the 
 GCR can be Xsed for the temporar\ storage and assessment of hXman 
 remains so long as there is a timeline indicating a set time that remains 
 are going to leaYe. DCA needs to get the draft manXal ratified b\ the 
 board bXt he does not feel there Zill be an\ objection to this becaXse 
 there is no other appropriate facilit\ that can do this Zork. 
 LMTS asked if Ze ZoXld be able to lift the moratoriXm on receiYing 
 different additional holdings from the different archeological firms. 
 MWPB responded that MLB sXbmitted a proposal for a phased lifting 
 of the moratoriXm. The\ are also Zorking on de-accessioning of certain 
 items to create more capacit\ at the GXam MXseXm. Once the repositor\ 
 is fXll\ fXnctioning, it Zill make a significant impact on their capacit\. 
 MWPB added that the doors of GCR shoXld be open Zell ahead of their 
 e[piration of their lease at the Flores BXilding so theoreticall\ DCA can 
 still Xtili]e the Flores BXilding as additional space. HoZeYer, MWPB 
 feels that this is problematic as it is not designed to preserYe the island¶s 
 historical propert\.  There is also a Yer\ real possibilit\ that once the 
 GCR is open, Mr. Flores ma\ decide that he is done Zorking Zith DCA. 
 HoZeYer, DCA has a contract that ZoXld hold him to his end of the 
 agreement. At the moment, MWPB cannot predict the timeline for 
 lifting the cXrrent  moratoriXm. The board has alread\ approYed the first 
 phase. 
 LMTS asked if Ze knoZ if the material that Zill be stXdied in the GRC 
 has an\ relationship Zith Zhat Zill go into the NAFTAN. MWPB 
 replied that Zhat Zill go in the NAFTAN is Zell defined and Zill be 
 based on the time of discoYer\ - pre-1989. One of the challenges that 
 the\ are facing is that there are a nXmber of sites that are post-1989 for 
 Zhich there is no responsible part\ an\more. The qXestion is  ZhaW do 
 Ze do ZiWh WhoVe UemainV?  The\ Zant to re-inter the remains Zith 
 dignit\ and inclXde them in the NAFTAN. HoZeYer, the qXestion is Zill 
 this create problems in the fXtXre and open the floodgates for other 



 companies Zho discoYer remains to ask Zh\ the\ cannot inter or store 
 other remains there. 
 LMTS stated that jXst becaXse the cap Zas 1989, does not mean that 
 there Zere discoYeries be\ond 1989 in the same area that related to the 
 same settlement - this is one issXe.  HoZ do Ze aUbiWUaUil\ diYide 
 findingV WhaW aUe  SaUW of a Vingle VeWWlemenW if Whe\ ZeUe aUcheologicall\ 
 VXUYe\ed aW diffeUenW SeUiodV of Wime?  The 1989 limit, from her 
 perspectiYe, Zas operating Xnder the assXmption that Zhen finds Zere 
 made, that the propert\ oZners ZoXld take the responsibilit\ for 
 re-interring. This is not Zhat is necessaril\ happening and oXr maxaina 
 are not being respected in that regard. She proposes that Ze need to 
 reYisit the NAFTAN laZ or seek clarification so that it forces propert\ 
 oZners after 1989 to compl\ or to incorporate remains that come from a 
 site that Zas partiall\ sXrYe\ed prior to 1989. She feels that decisions 
 shoXld be driYen b\ the protection of the bXrials rather than the dates 
 Zhen archeological firms condXcted their Zork. 
 PL stated that as far as hoZ SHPO handles these cases, an\thing that is 
 foXnd shoXld  not be toXched. If the\ haYe to be rebXried, it shoXld be 
 closest to the site. In his e[perience, Zhen a compan\ bellies Xp and is 
 no longer in e[istence, the SHPO is left asking Zhat the\ need to do. 
 SHPO is doing the best the\ can to hold e[isting companies 
 responsible. The companies that are no longer in e[istence are the 
 e[ceptions to the rXle. LMTS responded that those hXman remains ma\ 
 need to be incorporated into the NAFTAN. PL responded that this does 
 not haYe to be done legislatiYel\ and can be done at a procedXral leYel 
 b\ the SHPO. 
 HAC asked PL to inform her of the person to address a letter she is 
 preparing regarding a reqXest for pXblic access to the bXrials. While 
 there is a no-access polic\, she feels the reqXest shoXld still be made. PL 
 responded that it ZoXld be b\ installation and that he ZoXld proYide her 
 Zith the information she is reqXesting Yia te[t. 

 D.  CXOWXUDO RHSRVLWRU\ - M:PB 
 MWPB stated that the GCR is behind. It Zas sXpposed to haYe been 
 completed b\ the end of December. The report from UOG is that the\ 
 are not e[pecting to be read\ for another 2 or 3 months. DCA got Zord 
 from the GoYernor to Zork Zith DLM to resolYe the land issXe becaXse 
 the laZ sa\s that the land ZoXld be giYen to UOG for Xse of the 
 repositor\ bXt the deed has not been fXll\ e[ecXted. The GoYernor has 



 thXs asked that DCA keep the land Zith the GoYernment of GXam so 
 that there Zill be less challenges for DCA to operate repositor\. If the 
 deed fXll\ e[ecXtes, it means that DCA ZoXld haYe to haYe an MOU 
 Zith UOG to connect the poZer. MWPM ZoXld personall\ like the land 
 to sta\ Zith DCA, bXt the arrangement coXld still be Zorkable if it sta\s 
 Zith the GoYernment of GXam somehoZ. 

 E.  KXPLVLyQ¶V RHORFDWLRQ SWDWXV - AMA 
 AMA reported that the KXmisiyn sXbmitted an inYitation for bid toda\ 
 Zith GSA. As soon as the GSA clears the IFB, the KXmisiyn Zill be 
 able to pXt an annoXncement in the neZspaper. AMA hopes that this can 
 be as soon as ne[t Zeek. In the KXmisiyn¶s market research, the\ foXnd 
 aboXt 5 places that ma\ qXalif\ for the bid. AMA stated that the biggest 
 obstacle is that people are hesitant to pXt in bids for the GoYernment of 
 GXam becaXse ZhoeYer is bidding is reqXired to pXt in a certain 
 percentage in order for them to qXalif\, similar to a bond.

 A.  MHV CHDPRUX DQG MRWKHU TRQJXH DD\ PURFODPDWLRQ DQG 
 RHVROXWLRQ SLJQLQJ LMTS 
 LMTS reported that in 2021 these tZo efforts Zere joined and took 
 place YirtXall\. Both the goYernor and speaker issXed the proclamation 
 and resolXtion respectiYel\. It occXrred on Mother TongXe Da\, 
 FebrXar\ 21 and concXrrentl\ became the kickoff for Mes CHamorX. 
 The CHamorX program at GDOE is XsXall\ responsible for the Mes 
 CHamorX kick-off and Jimm\ Teria of GDOE¶s CHamorX StXdies 
 Program has alread\ informed Xs that the theme has been selected. EJS 
 Zill folloZ Xp as to the theme selected. 
 LMTS proposed that GIHA plan the eYent for this \ear. This decision 
 Zas agreeable to the rest of the GIHA members The KXmisiyn has 
 agreed to draft the proclamation and resolXtion in both English and 
 CHamorX. The signing eYent Zill also officiall\ kickoff Mes CHamorX 
 actiYities. 
 LMTS stated these eYents can be merged Zith GIHA¶s first YirtXal 
 NetZorking eYent. NeZ GIHA members can Zitness the proclamation 
 and resolXtion signing inclXding the organi]ations on and off-island. 
 LMTS also annoXnced that on JanXar\ 26th at 2:00am CHST, there is a 
 conference sponsored b\ UNESCO releYant to indigenoXs langXage 

 KXmision Zill draft resolXtion and 
 proclamation and prepare inYites for island 
 and off-island inYitees ± El\ssa and Flo are 
 staff assigned to coordinate.

 B.  CHDPRUX VLOODJH USJUDGH PURMHFW 
 MWPB stated that DCA is looking for more grants. 

 C.  KXPLVLRQ¶V PODFH NDPLQJ EIIRUWV 
 EJS introdXced the GXam Place Names project Xnder the KXmisiyn I 
 Fino¶ CHamorX. The KXmisiyn is Zrapping Xp its first research phase 
 on Yillage names. It is embarking on the second phase of the project 
 Zith grant fXnding on its Za\. The second phase Zill focXs on 
 identif\ing place names Zithin each Yillage and prodXcing maps for the 
 commXnit\. The task of docXmenting histories of place throXgh elder 
 interYieZs is ongoing. 

 D. AUFKLYLQJ CROOHFWLRQV 
 LMTS proposed that a meeting be held betZeen all parties oYerseeing 
 repositories and collections to discXss the possibilit\ of aligning oXr 
 archiYal and cataloging inYentor\ nXmbering s\stems. UOG is helping the 
 KXmisiyn Zith this process and the\ can likeZise seek Xniformit\ Zith the 
 GXam MXseXm and SHPO¶s processes. 
 PL reported that the SHPO needs to begin digiti]ing its archiYes for the sake 
 of protecting the data. If an\one is engaged in digiti]ing efforts, he ZoXld 
 like their office to get inYolYed. 
 MWPB stated that the LieXtenant GoYernor had asked him to sta\ 
 connected to the archiYe. He reported that a grant from DOI that Zent to the 
 GoYernor¶s Office Zas sXb-granted to the GXam PXblic Librar\ S\stem. The 
 archiYe is Xnder the NieYes Flores Librar\ One of the things the\ Zere 
 tr\ing to do Zas secXre infrastrXctXral needs first before starting to scan and 
 digiti]e docXments. The\ also need to Xpdate the HVAC and digital serYice. 
 The\ are Zorking Zith [ero[ to add a scanning station that is bXilt for odd- 
 shaped items. 
 As far as addressing digiti]ing needs, SHPO Zas also thinking of 
 deYeloping a sXmmer internship program. As long as infrastrXctXre is in 
 place, SHPO can make a big dent dXring a sXmmer program. 
 MWPB¶s Xnderstanding is that there Zas talk aboXt one contract to manage 
 the sheer YolXme of the archiYe. The goal is to make the entire archiYe 
 online and digital. There has to be eqXipment pXrchased b\ the GoYernment
